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A  group  of  progressive  fanners  in  the  community  of  Virden,  New  Mexico 
recently 

'entered  into  a  Community  Welfare  Project  Agreement  to  carry  out  a  proposed 
project  of  concrete  and  rubble  masonry  work  to  save  an  existing  irrigation 
canal  from  complete  loss  by  flood  waters.     Crvil  Reynolds,  District  PM& 
Representative,  said  that  the  farmers  who  entered  into  the  agreement 
recognized  the  opportunity  tc  complete  this  project  under  the  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program,  and  have  pooled  their  194G  soil-building  allowances 
which  will  constitute  approximately  60$  of  the  cost  of  the  construction* 
The  canal  has  been  in  a  bad  state  of  repair  for  a  long  time,  Mr«  Reynolds 
said,  and  the  financial  aid  offered  through  the  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  was  an  incentive  to  this  group  of  Virden  farmers  who  are  highly 
pleased,  in  getting  a  badly  needed  job  dene  before  it  was  too  late. 


County  and  community  committeemen  who  will  administer  County  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Programs  throughout  New  Mexico  in  1047  Will  be  elect- 
ed by  farmers  and  ranchers  in  October  and  November.    Announcement  of  the 
impending  elections  was  made  today  by  Mr.  C.  7.  Hemphill,  Chairman  -of  the 
State  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  Committee.    Nr.  Hemphill  said 
that  this  is  farmers1  and  ranchers1  opportunity  to  select  key  men  in  their 
communities  t:>  run  the  "show"  next  year.    Every  farmer  and  rancher  should 
plan  to  be  present  to  make  his  selection  of  the  man  or  woman  whom  he  thinks 
is  most  capable  of  doing  the  best  job.     Dates  on  which  the  election-  are 
to  be  held  in  each  county  will  be  announced  later  by  chairmen  of  county 
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FOOD  SITUATION  IKPR0V3D 

The  Emergency  Food  Conservation  Campaign  has  been  put  on  a  "stand-by" 
status  for  several  months  awaiting  a  clear  picture  of  what  the  world  food 
situation  will  be  during  the  fall  and  -"/inter  months. 

The  program  was  initiated  February  6  by  President  Truman,  who  announced 
a  nine-point  program  designed  to  conserve  and  stretch  existing  food  supplies 
in  order  to  incroase  relief  shipments  to  stricken  areas  abroad. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Hemphill,  State  Manager  of  the  Emergency  Food  Conservation 
Program,  said  that  this  does  not  mean  the  fight  against  famine  is  finished. 
It  is  merely  a  "breathing  spell"  between  rounds.    World  food  supplios  arc 
still  urgont,  and  it  is  possible  that  they  may  again  become  acute  as  early 
as  December. 

"*7e  should  still  continue  to  strive  for  peak  production,  preserve  as 
much  feed  as  possible,  increase  our  use  of  abundant  foods,  reuse  edible 
fats  and  salvage  all  fats  no  longer  usable  in  food  preparation.  Avoidance 
of  food  waste  is  another  point  for  us  all  to  remember. 

"The  truly  remarkable  job  accomplished  under  the  Emergency  Food  Con- 
servation Campaign  would  have  been  impossible  without  the  assistance  and 
cooperation  which  was  so  whole-heartedly  given  by  everyone.    I  realize  that 
in  many  cases  there  wore  sacrifices  made  by  individuals  and  groups  who 
cooperated  with  the  program,  and  much  time  was  contributed  by  others  v;ith- 
out  compensation.    For  this,  I  am  truly  grateful,  and  say  that  you.  have 
every  reason  to  be  proud  of  your  part  in  the  record  shipments  of  food  fcr 
famine  relief.    I  know  that  if  a  reinstatement  of  the  full  program  is 
necessary,  ycu  will  respond  as  you  did  before."

STILL  TIME  FOR  CONSERVATION  WORK 

Approximately  30,000  New  Mexico  farmers  and  ranchers  participating  in 
the  1946  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  made  out  farm  plans  last  spring 
indicating  the  amount  of  conservation  work  they  thought  they  could  do  this 
year  -  -  -  that  is,  conservation  work  they  thought  they  could  do  with  the 
financial  help  offered  through  the  Agr icultural  Conservation  Program* 
Mr.  Leslie  Martin,  of  the  State  PISA  Committee,  said  that  conservation  funds 
have  been  allocated  to  help  pay  the  cost  of  performing  all  practices  approv- 
ed on  the  farm  plans.    Noiv  that  our  conservation  season  is  roaring  an  end— - 
in  order  to  get  maximum  conservation  from  these  public  funds,  Mr.  Martin 
urged  each  farmer  and  rancher  to  follow  through  and  complete  all  conserva- 
tion work  approved  on  their  farm  plans. 

"There  is  still  time  to  do  a  lot  of  conservation  work  on  farms  and 
ranches  this  fall,"  Mr.  Martin  continued,  "farmers  can  still  plow  under 
green  manure  crops,  harvest  legumes  and  grass  seed,  and  complete  many  other 
practices.    Ranchers  can  carry  out  water  conservation  and  erosion  control 
practices • 

"Conservation  practices  approved  on  the  1946  farm  plan  -  -  and  complet- 
ed before  the  1st  of  January,  1947  -  -  arc  eligible  for  payment  under  the 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program." 

COTTON  SUPPLIES 

Indicated  supply  of  cotton  in  the  United  States  for  the  1946-47  season 

is  about  16,750,000  running  bales           smallest  since  the  15,800,000  bales 

in  1924-25.    Largest  supply  in  recent  years  was  24,600,000  bales  in  1939-40. 

The  1945-46  supply  was  about  20,400,000  bales. 

If  cotton  disappearance  for  1946-47  season  should  equal  12,700,000  bales 
consumed  and  exported  last  season,  carry-over  on  August  1,  1947  would  approxi 
mate  4,000,000  bales  against  7,500,000  on  August  1,  1946.     This  would  be  the 

smallest  carry-over  in  many  years. 


PROTECT 3D  INCOMES 

Incomplete  tabulations  reveal  that  a  total  of  1,563  wheat  fares  in  11 
Nov/  Mexico  wheat  produoing  counties  arc  now  protected  by  Federal  Crop  In- 
surance.   Mr.  V.  G.  Barton,  PMA  Crop  Insurance  Specialist,  in  releasing 
these  fig\u*cs  said  that  complete  returns  on  the  v/inter  wheat  cror>  insurance 
campaign,  whioh  closed  on  August  31,  will  probably  result  in  somewhat  larger 
final  figures.    A  total  of  476  ncv;  contracts  were  sold  on  the  1947  v;intcr 
wheat  crop.     These  contracts  cover  639  farms  according  to  the  incomplete 
returns,  Barton  said.     Federal  Crop  Insurance  is  offered  on  winter  and  siring 
wheat,  also  on  cotton,  and  is  the  moans  by  which  the  farmer  can  protect  his 
income  the  same  as  any  other  businessman.    Work  preparatory  to  the  sales 
campaign  on  1947  cotton  is  shaping  up  rabidly,  3artcn  concluded. 

ITZX  —  BRIEFS 

CEILUIG  PRICES  were  rcimposed  on  mixed  feeds  August  26  and  by-product 
feeds  September  5.    On  August  23  flour  ceiling  prices  wore  increased  to  en- 
able millers  to  pay  parity  for  wheat  despite  reduced  prices  on  mill  feed 
which  will  be  returned  to  June  30  ceilings. 

XTRACTIOP  RATS.    By  amendment  to  WFO-144,  the  wheat  extraction  rate 
will  bo  returned  from  80  to  72  percent, 

G RAI I!  ALLO CA TI QMS .    Beginning  September  1  brewers  are  allowed  to  use 
grain  and  grain  products  up  to  85  percent  of  their  base  period  usage.  This 
compares  with  70  percent  usage  allowed  heretofore    Feed  mixers,  procosnors, 
ar.d  food  manufacturers  were  allowed  to  increase  their  use  of  grain  and  grain 
sorghums  by  5  percent  after  September  1. 

PRICE  SIA  PORTS  PROGRAIS  on  eggs  and  turkeys  will  be  announced  soon 
which  will  provide  for  supporting  prices  at  90  percent  of  current  parity. 

PRICE  CEILI1TGS  on  canned  and  frozen  soups  have  been  removed.
